Jumping in front of a freight car on 


the New Jersey & Pennsylvania Trac- 
tion Company'sLambertville division 
Saturday at Yardley in the same man- 
ner as a person about to dive into the 
water, Florence Anderson, a Burling- 
ton girl, was killed. Her body was 
cut almost in 
t\\c>. Tbe car was in 


charge of William H. Johnson, con- 
ductor and William Eastburn, motor- 
man. 


The tragic event took place at "Kel- 
ly's switch" just above Yardtey. The 
ciew of tbe car which ran down the 
girl eald they noticed 
the young 


woman standing alongside tbe track, 
apparently waiting for the Trenton 
bound car 


When the car was within a few feet 


of her she put her muff toward her 
face and leaped out upon tbe tracks. 
It was then impossible to bring the 
heavy car to a stop. The remains 
were brought to Yardley grid later 
removed to Morris morgue at Morrls- 
ville. 


The 
young 
woman was neatly 


gowned and of retincd appearance. 
What prompted her to commit suicide 
in sum a manner is not known. 


While the members of her family 


discredit the story that she committal 
suicide, yet Deputy Coroner Rue, of 
Bristol, said last night that it was a 
plain case of suicide and that there- 
fore be would not conduct an Inquest 
in the case, 
"I have proof,'' said the coroner, 


"to show that Miss Anderson ended 
her life in a dramatic fasbion after 
having made a previous threat and 
attempt. While she was at tbe home 
of her cousin, Miss Robinson, near 
Yardley, she pulled li revolver from 
her baudbag and threatened to shoot 
herself, Tbe weapon was taken away 
from her. 


"After she left the home of her 


cousin she walked down the trolley 
track. A oar was approaching and she 
made a half attempt to burl herself 
In front of U. But she changed her 
mind and allowed the car to pass 
Tbe crew of tbe car watched her to 
see what she was going to do, 
"She 
walked up the 
trunk and 


waited the arrival of the freight cai 
When tbe car was about ten feet from 
her she threw her body across the 
rails and was cut in two. Previous to 
that she had been seen walking up 
and down the towpath of the Penn- 
sylvania canal. Men who were cutting 
ice on tbe canal remarked about her 
queer actions.'' 


•The burial permit also gave the 


cause of death as 'suicide." 


Members of the family tell a differ- 


ent story. They claim that Miss An- 
derson went to Trenton about a week 
before to visit her cousin, Miss Anna 
and Miss Lillian I\Ieirs, 225 Spring 
street On 
Saturday 
morning she 


started for Yardley to vjsit at the 
bungalow of another cousin, Charles 
Meirs. 
Relatives claim that after she had 


sat on the porch and talked with her 
cousin- she started to return to this 
city. They also may that she slipped 
on tbe ice aud fell beneath the trolley 
car. 


Miss Anderson who was 24 years 


old, was an athlete. She was fond of 
motoiing, horseback riding and walk- 
ing. She was prominent In society In 
her borne town. Her father, Elmer 
Anderson, is a prosperous butcher at 
Burlington.
